Washington, August 15.—The tariff, 
trusts, combines and monopolies and 
an increased money supply ‘are the 
three substantial causes for the ad- 
vance in prices in the United States, 
‘according to Senators Johnston, of Ala- 
bama;: Clarke, of Arkansas, and Smith, 
of South Carolina, minority members 
of the select senate committee appoint- 
ed during the last session of congress |. 
to investigate and make a report on 
wages and the prices of commodities. 

Vigorous attack is made in the mi- 
nority members’ report on almost all 
the reasons given by the majority in 
its report, submitted some time ago, as 
to the cause for the advance in prices. 

“We are without sufficient data,” | 
gay the minority members in their re- 
port just conmrpleted, “to apportion the 
degree of responsibility between these 
three causes, but that the two first 
are the chief malefactors we have no 
doubt, and they are ‘of our own cre- 
ation or permission.” 

The Tariff ia Attacked. 

After attacking, one at a time, the 
fifteen principal causes contributing, 
according to the majority report to the 
high.cost of living, the minority take 
‘up the tariff, deciaring that when the 
Payne-Aldrich bill was framed “cham- 
gagne was put on the schedule at from 
564 to 66 per cent, whilst wedring ap- 
parel was taxed from 80 to $2 per cent 
— drinking champagne was to be en- 
couraged and wearing woolen clothes 
discouraged. So with hats,’ they add, 
“those bringing not over $4.50 per 
dozen were taxed 77 per cent and those 
valued at more than $j8 per dozen, 47 
per cent.”

Midnight Hour. 


Water and Light Commission! All Obstacles Removed and. 


for LaFayette Vetoed. 
Charter for East. Lake Is

At exactly one minute to 12 o'clock 
last night Governor Brown complet?4 
the task of signing the bills passel 
by the general assembly at the session 
of- 1910. 

The last official act of the governor 
in connection with his portion of the 
work of the legislature. was to ve‘. 
the bill amending the charter of the 
town of LaFayette, in Walker county, 
80 as to provide for the creation of 43 
water and light commission. This bil 
was introduced in the house. by Mr. 
Rosser, of Walker, and it was vetosij 
by the governor on request of the 
mayor and aldermen of LaFayette. 

In vetoing the measure Governor 
Brown stated the municipal authorities 
should know what they wish better 
than anyone else. It was the ony 
bill which the* governor did not ap- 
prove. 

° East Lake Bill Held Up. 

Governor Brown held up for further 
consideration the bill establishing 4% 
charter for East Lake in the county of 
DeKalb. 

The governor's reason for holding 
up the bill was the following provis- 
ion in the act: 

“To organize a chaingang and pu 
in compulsory labor thereon all thoze 
convicted of violating any of the 
valid o:dinances of said town, or ic 
lease or sel) the labor of said convict3 
to private individuals.” 

‘There is a law in the state prohib- 
iting the leasing of convicts,” said the 
governor, “and I will. hold this bill up 
until I ean confer with the attorney 
general.”

anyone can favor high rates ‘of duty if: 
he does not honestly believe that it 
will increase the prices to be realized 
by the manufacturers producing the 
article affected, by diminishing or de- 
stroying competition and thus neces- 
sarily increasing the cost to the con-, 
sumer. Then we were many times. 
mournfully warned that any reduction 
in rates would flood our country with 
| low-priced German products and that 
, the smoke of American manufactures 
| would disappear from the heavens. 
Now we are informed that the tariff 
has not increased the cost of tnese 
Joes entering into every household 
and administering to the health and 
comfort of every family.” 
Effect of Tariff on Prices. 

Showing the effect of the tariff on 
prices, they instance sugar. On which 


the New York consumer, they say, 
pays more than the London consumer 
by the difference between the sugar 
tariffs in the two countries, plus 17 
cents per hundred pounds. 

“It is scarcely necessary,’ they add, 
“to mention the iniquitous woolen 
schedule—-where thetariff rates are so 
high on these necessities of our people 
as to practically preclude any foreign 
competition with the American manu- 
facturer, except on high-priced goods 
purchased by the wealthier consumer; 
who can, to some extent, disregard 
price.”’ 

Taking up the subject of trusts, com- 
binations and monopolies. they declare 
that “there are few trusts that could 
survive a revenue tariff. They flour- 
ish only under the shadow of high pro- 
tective walls. Standing behind these. 
walls that shut off foreign fom- 
petition and destroying domestic com- 
petition and destroy domestic com- 
tions, they are limited only to selling 
at a fraction less than the foreign 
price plus the protective duty. That 
they reduce cost of production seems 
certain, but it is in rare cases that 
the publ or the laborers employed 
by them ‘participate in the enlarged 
profit. So enormous have been their 
profits that. we find organizations 
springing up all over the country like 
the Elgin board of trade, the whole- 
sale grocers, lumber deaiers, associa- 
tions that have contributed largely to 
the advance in prices and the frauds 
perpetrated by manufacturers of cer- 
tain goods in reducing the weight of 
contents of packages from 20 to 50 
per cent and, maintaining the same 
price.” . 


Rules on Requtsitions.—According to 
a decision reached by Judge Pendleton 
in the Fulton county superior court, 
five.days are allowed by the law for 
taking.out requisition papers in this 
state fora prisoner wanted in  an- 
other.

Richard-H. Edmonds, premier statistician of the southern 
states, estimates that several billions of dollars have been lost to the 
‘south since the civil war by the emigration of some of our best blood 
to develop other sections of America. . é 
- In common with every other patriotic and thoughtful Georgian, 
the promoters of the Georgia State Fair, to be held at Macon Octo- 
ber 26 to November 5, next, believe these self-expatriated Georgians 
‘or many of them should be induced to return home to aid us in the 
task of realizing upon the state’s assets.

Committee _Exceedeg Authority. 

It is our purpose when the conven- 
tion assembles to take the position 
that the executive committee had no 
right to legislate and to adopt the 
unprecedented undemocratic and revo- 
lutionary rule. We cannot aliow any 
oligarchy to rule the tenth district. In 
sending our report to the highest law- 
making body in the world we must 
have a majority of some sort. When 
our delegates, therefore, convene in 
convention it will simply be themselves 
meeting in their sovereign capacity 
through their reports. 

Having met in their sovereign ca- 
pacity, the people will have the right 
to set aside rule 9 ahd to>put off of the 
commission those gentlem who allow 
Hardwick to lead them 
mission of such an e 
representative govern 
vention will pattern a the state 
convention and after the. rules laid 
down by other congressional districts 
in the state of Georgia. Whoever has 
the better number of delegates, Eve 
or Evans. will receive ‘the entire anti- 
Hardwick vote in the convention and 
this recipient of the vote will go before 
the people as their democratic nominee 
to congress. 

Rule 9 Not Binding. 

The new executive committee will 
recognize that majority pomination as 
binding upon the voters who went in- 
to the primary and if Hardwick makes 
an appeal to the state convention or 
the state committee he will be turned 
down, consequently if. he runs at all 
it will have to be as an independent on 
@ minority nomination. In either event 
his position will be utterly untenable. 

Rule 9 has no binding effect upon 
the district, for the reason the execu- 
tive committee had no authority to 
adopt it. They are in the position of 
agents who have exceeded their au- 
thority: have departed from customary 
precedent and party law. They had 
mo instructions to do anything of the 
kind, and’we wil! proceed upon the 
idea that no committee in Georgia has 
the right to keep delegates to a con 
gressional convention from uniting on 
any candidate and giving him the me- 
jority vote. In other words, the inajor- 
ity of those delegates are going to run 
that convention. We are not going 
to stand aside helpless and allow the 
Hardwick minority to do it. 

“Old Man Peepul’’ Governsa,. 

The tenth district is going to be 
governed as heretofore by “Old Man 
Peepul,’’ and not by the Hardwick com- 
mittee. Since the executive committee 
adopted rule 9 the people have had 
no opportunity to ratify or condemn 
the act of their agents who departed 
from thelr established precedent. 

When the nominating convention 
meets, it will be the first opportunity 
that the people have had to say what 
they think about rule 9. Of ‘course 
that convention will be the people 
themselves coming together through 
delegates ihstead of en mass. Such a 
convention represents the sovereign 
people who have, under our form of 
government, tlhe inalienable right to 
decide how the nomination shall be 
made.

REAL ESTATE MEN 
BACK EXPOSITION 


Land Owners’ Show Is 
Warmly Indorsed. 


“Public Interests” Committee 
Will Recommend That Asso- 
ciation Take Up The Consti- 


ther the Show. 


The landowners’ exposition yester- 
day received the enthusiastic and un- 
qualified indorsement of the real 
estate men of the city. 

The “public interests” committee of 
the Atlanta Real Estate Men’s Asso- 
ciation met at the chamber of com- 
meroe rooms for the purpose of con- 
sidering the exposition recently sug- 
gested by The Constitution, and not 
only did the committee decide to in- 
dorse the movement, but will recom- 
mend te the Real Estate Menis Assvo- 
Ciation, as a whole, that that body 
take up The Constitution’s plan and 
“father”. the exposition. Ralph 0O. 
Cochran, president of the association, 
was requested to call a meeting of the 
association next week, when the com- 
mittee will put the matter before the 
body. There is little doubt, it is be- 
lieved, but that the association wi.l 
follow the suggestion of the commit- 
tee. 

The committee meeting was well at- 
tended, and was marked by almost un- 
bounded enthusiasm. There was not 
present a single member who did not 
express the opinion that the proposed 
exposition will, if properly conducted. 
prove to be one of the greatest 
boons to Georgia the state has ever 
known. Further, they believe it will 
be of not a little benefit to Atlanta. 

To “Father” the Movement. 


While no definite action on this par- 
ticular question was taken, the mem- 
bers of the committee were practically 
unanimous in their opinion that the 
Real Estate Men's Association should 
take over The Constitution’s plan and 
carry the work through to success. 
In this, it was pointed out, the asso- 
clation could reasonably expect the 
cooperation’ of the real estate men ‘n 
all portions cf the state, as well as 
the assistance of the commercial 
bodies of not only Atlanta, but of other 
cities. From the sense of the meet- 
ing it is believed that the committee 
wiil recommend that the association 
should “father” the movement. 

President Cochran, of the associa- 
tion, was requested to call a meeting 
of the body on Thursday of next week 
for the purpose of having the associa- 
tion as a whole take up the matter. 
The meeting will be held in the. cham- 
ber of commerce rooms at 6 o'clock. 

Constitution's Plan Explained. 

Frank Weldon, who is closely in 
touch with conditions throughout the 
State, appeared before the committre 
and explained in detail The Constitu- 
tion's plan. He showed how the tide 
of eration. is already beginning 
to turn from e west and southwest 
toward the southeast. and how easily 
such an exposition as it is proposed to 
hold could work wonders in accelerat- 
ing this turning. He spoke of what 
Georgia had to offer in comparison 
with the states of the west and south- 
west, and gave it as his opinion that 
Georgina needs only to let the outside 
world know what she has, to get a 
considerable share of the destirab'e 
population now overrunning the stat:s 
in the middle west. 

The members of the committee 
showed intense interest in Mr. Wel- 
don’s talk, asking numerous questions 
relative to the proposed exposition. A 
communication from the secretary of 
an Organization which holds similar 
expositions in Chicago yearly was 
read, This contained detailed tnforma- 
tion as to the workings of the asso- 
clation and the holding of the exposi- 
tions. 

The time best suited to holding the 
expositicn was discussed, but no ac- 
tion taken. It was the opinion of the 
majority of those present, however. 
that the date should be fixed around 
the middle of November. 

Eathusiasm Growing Dally. 

Enthusiasm over the proposed expo- 
sition is daily growing in al) sections 
of the state. The press is becoming 
interested in the movement, and hun- 
dreds of favorable comments are being 
made in every quarter. This is par-

Americus, Gas August 15.—(Special.) 
Before a latge assemblage of repre- 
sentative farmers, business and ce 
fessional men, Judge Enoch Callaway 
advocated the cause of Governor Brown 
here this afternoon. “ ol 

Judge Callaway vas introduced oy 
former Senator Crawford. Wheatley, a 
prominent, banker and ardent sup- 
porter of Governor Brown. 

By taking up the admin'stration of 
Judge Callaway arraigned 
Smith's arguments by pointing ou 
what he termed mistakes that the 
former governor had made. He at-
